Writer Has New Ideas For Cheese 


By JEANNE LESEM 
UPI Family Editor 
Evan Jones has lots of ideas 
for using up cheese that is not 
presentable for the table. He 
either cooks with it or grinds 
the bits and pieces to mix with 
cream cheese or cottage cheese 
and seasonings to m ake totally 
new varieties. 
His is a particularly timely 
idea these days, with imported 
ch eeses often selling for as 
much as $4 to $5 a pound. 
Jones, an American author of 
Welsh 
heritage, 
has 
been 
writing about cheese for 15 to 
20 
years, 
and 
eating 
it 
enthusiastically even longer. 
“ People 
should 
be 
more 
interested in using cheese as a 
m eat substitute," he said in an 
interview, 
citing 
its 
high 
protein value and other virtues, 
including 
interesting 
flavors 
and textures. 
Things m ade with cheese can 
be just as attractive and tasty 
as those m ade with expensive 
m eats, he said. While some 
cheeses com m and even higher 
prices than m eat, their richness 
m akes a pound go farther. 
Jones’s 
latest 
book, 
The 
World of Cheese (Knopf $12.50), 
is 
the 
most 
comprehensive 
publication 
to 
date 
on 
the 
subject. Among other things, it 
contains a lexicon of about 1,500 
different varieties and some 
unusual and delicious recipes. 
The lexicon is not complete, 
he said. 
“ I deliberately left out some 
local 
French 
cheeses 
that 
cannot be bought outside of 
France and some cheeses that 
are simply variations ” 
He said he has eaten many 
cheeses in their native lands, 
“but I didn’t m ake an effort to 
get to Russia because I don’t 
think 
of 
it 
as 
a 
cheese 
country.” 
He does list some Russian 
varieties, including karpaitski, 
a cow’s milk cheese from the 
C arpathian region, and at least 
two 
im itations 
of 
France's 
famous C am em bert. 
While writing the book Jones, 
alm ost by accident, disproved 
the long-standing industry ad­ 
vice against freezing cheese. 


Traditionally, freezing has not ^ 
been 
recom m ended 
because, 


the industry said, it dam ages 
the texture. 
Not so, said Jones, at least 
for some types. 
“We had to buy a lot of 
cheese to photograph for the 
end papers in the book, and we 
didn’t have enough 
ice box 
space.” 
So Jones and his wife, Judith, 
froze 
port 
salut, 
log-shaped 
chevre (French goat cheese), a 
cream y type called St. Andre 
and cheddar. 
“The texture was unaffec­ 
ted,” he said, but speculated 
that a British cheddar with a 
m ore open 
texture probably 
would crum ble if it received the 
sam e treatm ent. Jones suggest­ 
ed 
that 
anyone 
willing 
to 
gam ble m ight experiment with 
other varieties. 


“ If you are going to freeze it, 
cut it into one-meal portions so 


you won’t have to thaw a whole 
wheel to cut it,” he added. 
Freezing would be particular­ 
ly helpful to cheese fanciers 


who m ust order or buy from 
m erchants some distance from 
their homes. 
O rdering by mail is chancy, 
Jones said: 
" T h e re a re som e im m o ra l 
cheese clubs. 
I 
have never 
gotten anything bad, but I know 
of one club that charges twice 
as m uch (as reputable specialty 
shops) and uses photographic 
illusion 
to 
m ake 
custom ers 
think they are getting m ore 
than they really a re.”

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Think About It 
Frontal Attack 


HONG KONG (UPI) — The frontal attack is rarely 
used in Chinese political struggles 
When it is employed, the battle usually is already won. 
Oblique attack or innuendo are the tactics normally 
used by both sides in most of the power struggles that 
the public sees. 
The current campaign to crush radical elements in the 
Communist party leadership is no exception 
Nobody’s name has been mentioned in any official 
reports m ade public. But almost all of the 800 million or 
more Chinese and most of the rest of the world knows 
that the Chiang Ching, the widow of Mao Tse-tung. and 
three of her close associates are the targets of attack in 
the campaign. 
The only official action publicly revealed is the 
adoption of two seemingly innocuous “decisions” by the 
party central committee and identification of Hua Kuo- 
feng as “ head” of the party. 
But those concerned knew that something was wrong 
when one of the decisions said that Hua, a relative 
newcomer with no background as an ideologist, had been 
chosen 
to 
edit 
the 
collected 
works 
of 
Mao. 
Why Hua? people asked Why not Mrs. Mao or one of 
her radical associates — Chang Chun-chao, Wang Hung- 
wen and Yao Wen-yuan? After all, Mrs. Mao and Yao 
had been the chief interpreters of Mao since the Cultural 
Revolution began IO years ago. 
Rumors began to spread in Peking, and then in Hong 
Kong, that Mrs. Mao and the radicals might be in 
trouble. 
They were. And foreign correspondents in Peking, 
quoting diplomatic analysts, soon said so in their reports 
to the outside world. 
In China, official silence was maintained but media 
reports and speeches hailing the central com m ittee’s 
“wise” and “im portant” decisions soon began to 
denounce people who “ betray” Mao. “ tam per” with his 
directives and create “splits” in the party. 
Any doubts about who these people were disappeared 
when millions of people began parading through 
Shanghai streets, shouting abuse against Chiang Ching 
and her three radical cohorts, whose power base was 
Shanghai. 
The frontal attack was being used for the first time. 
Wall posters plastered on buildings throughout the city 
listed scores of alleged antiparty activities of the four 
radicals. These ranged from undermining or changing 
Mao’s directives to plotting his m urder even when he 
was on his deathbed. 
Posters pictured the four in most unflattering ways. 
The four had been defeated The frontal attack was 
being used to justify their purge and destroy their power 
base W’ho would come to their aid when there was such 
an outpouring of support, no m atter how organized and 
controlled*7 
When Shanghai is secure, the campaign probably will 
spread, but on a lesser scale, to other parts of the 
country. Then there should be some official word. 
And, if the patterns of the past are followed, some or 
all of the radical leaders will be attacked directly for a 
long tim e to come.

The Transient Ischemic Attack 


EMBARRASSING MOMENTS 


Can yon tell me anything 
about a “transient Ischemic7’ 
attack? What brings It on? Can 
It be cured? — Mr. 
Ala. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
A transient ischemic attack 
simply means a temporary 
interference with the amount of 
blood that normally flows to the 
brain. 
It is a type of stroke in which 
symptoms last for only a few 
minutes or a few hours. 
A spasm of one of the large 
arteries may be responsible. It 
is important that the exact 
cause be found so that such a 
transient, or temporary, ex­ 
perience can be helpful in 
avoiding the possibility of a 
major stroke. 


Tobacco, emotional stress, 
low blood pressure and high 
blood pressure should be con­ 
sidered as a possible cause 
Many other factors, included in 
a 
complete 
physical 
and 
neurological examination, must 
be considered and eliminated 
Another thought occurs to me 
and that is that this technical 
term could have come to you 
only by way of a doctor’s 
diagnosis. You could have 
laved so much time and con­ 
cern if you had not bern hesitant 
about speaking up at the doc­ 
tor's office That is no time to be 
timid!

Dear Mrs. B.: 
I know exactly how you feel. 
My one experience in a 
discotheque made me look for 
the nearest exit. 
It is known that long exposure 
to excessive noise in factories 
can cause some permanent 
damage to the hearing. The 
high intensity of the sound of 
rock and roll music must be 
considered a possible hazard to 
those who are in close contact to 
it for long periods of time. 
Rock musicians themselves 
have been studied and some 
were found to have distinct 
impairment of hearing. 
A group of experimental 
animals was 
taken 
to a 
discotheque and exposed to loud 
rock and roll music for two and 
a half hours They were placed 
about a yard away from the 
speakers It was found that the 
inner ear cells suffered damage 
from the loud noise. 
But don’t worry about your 
children. 
Fortunately, 
the 
hearing mechanism of hum^n 
beings has many self-protecting 
devices Relatively short ex­ 
posure will probably do little or 
no harm Just stay away from 
discotheques yourself.

Business Today 
Tax Law Boost

NEW YORK (U P I' — The new federal tax 
law is m aking it a lot m ore expensive for 
U.S. companies to keep American executives 
abroad 
but 
there 
is c o n s i d e r a b l e 
disagreem ent over whether they actually 
will call m any Am ericans home 
Among the tax experts of top international 
accounting firm s, Richard H am m er of Price 
W aterhouse & Co., says he thinks U S 
companies will pay the higher tax expenses 
and keep their Am erican executives abroad 
Despite 
the 
advantages 
of 
h a v i n g 
executives who are citizens of the host 
countries, H am irer said he has noticed a 
slowdown in the oast five years in the trend 
toward 
a 
local 
ethnic 
im age 
for 
the 
executive family of the American subsidiary 
abroad. He said U S companies have sent 
more A m ericans abroad even as the cost of 
maintainin']! them rose. 
Ham m er calculates it now costs 50 to IOO 
per 
cent 
m ore 
to 
keep 
an 
American 
executive abroad than in a com parable post 
at home. The new tax law, he said, probably 
will raise this to 65 to 120 per cent 
The 
differential includes “ tax norm alization” to 
offset higher com binations of foreign and 
U.S. income taxes, cost of living allowances 
and educational and vacation allowances. 
The new tax law cuts the m axim um 
exclusion from U.S. taxable income for 
Am ericans working abroad to $15,000 from 
the form er $20,000 to $25,000. Moreover, the 
exclusion rules are revised in such a way 
that the Am erican executive working abroad 
is forced into a higher tax bracket not only- 
on his salary and expense allowances but on 
any investm ent income he may have in the 
United States. His employer will have to 
com pensate him for all this 


E dw ard M Onderko, partner in the Tokyo 
office of A rthur Andersen Sc Co., said the 
new law may well boost the average cost of 
keeping a U S . employe in Japan to more 
than $100,000 a year. He said he felt this 
would force A m erican companies in Japan 
to hire m ore Japanese and m ore third-nation 
executives such as Britons or G erm ans. 
A Peat M arwick spokesm an in France 
said some of his firm ’s clients are talking 
about 
recalling 
Am ericans 
or 
at 
least 
sending fewer abroad because of the greater 
expense 
But H am m er pointed out that Am erican 
m ultinational corporations 
“have had to 
adapt increasingly to much higher living 
costs in foreign cities and higher income tax 
rates than prevail in the United States for 
som e years now ” He said, “The era of 
cheap, gravy-train living for 
Am ericans 
abroad really ended rather abruptly 
in 
1962 ” 
He said U.S. m ultinational firm s have to 
keep m any Am ericans in foreign executive 
jobs because it takes so long to find and 
train local nationals to fill such posts. In the 
underdeveloped 
countries 
there 
m ay 
be 
another 
consideration: 
Turning 
o v e r 
m anagem ent to local nationals m ay increase 
the tem ptation to expropriate the business. 
H am m er said he thinks the new tax law ’s 
penalties on Am ericans working abroad are 
a serious error 
He said he suspects they 
grow out of the f ’ me philosphy that was 
behind the Burke-Hartke bill of five years 
ago to impose drastic tax penalties on 
Am erican 
com panies, 
who 
m anufacture 
overseas, in the m istaken notion that would 
force them to repatriate all their capital and 
open 
more 
f a c t o r i e s 
at 
home, 
‘•Fortunately,’’ he said, “ the Burke-H artke 
bill never passed.” 


And By The Way 
Mystery Solved 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (UPI) — University 
of Michigan 
scientists 
have solved 
the 
m ystery of King Tut s grandm a. 
A team of researchers headed by Dr. 
Jam es H arris announced Wednesday they 
have identified the rem ains of Queen Tiy, 
originally uncovered in Egypt 's Valley of the 
Kings in 1898 
In addition to the historic significance, 
H arris said the solution of the historic riddle 
will open a new era of archeology . 
"This 
m eans 
you 
can 
take 
modern 
scientific technology and for the first time 
use it to solve m uch of the m ystery that has 
existed for 3,000 y ears," H arris said. 
The queen, considered the missing link in 
royal 
Egy ptian 
lineage, 
was 
t h e 
grandm other of King Tutankham en, whose 
m umm ified rem ains were discovered in 1922 
in the sam e area 
She was the m other of King Akenaten, the 
first 
pharaoh 
to 
adopt 
monotheism 
by 
establishing sun 
worship as the official 
religion 
But a lack of scientific technology and 
some careless bookkeeping p r e v e n t e d 
archeologist* from linking a clue in T ut’s 


tomb to the m um m y of the queen until 
recently. 
Her rem ains were found in a tom b with 
other Egyptian royalty in 1898 but grave 
robbers had stripped all identification and 
scientists said they could not identify her 
The queen and several other unidentified 
m um m ies were placed in a sealed cham ber 
in Cairo, but curators forgot where they put 
her 
An 
Egyptian 
museum 
c u r a t o r 
accidentally found the m umm ies two years 
ago and he asked 
H arris 
to 
seek 
an 
identification 
H arris said the big break in the case cam e 
when scientists started using a 3,000 y ear-old 
strand of hair encased in a sm all gold 
casket found in King Tut s tomb in 1922 
Using sophisticated com puter 
analysis, 
scientists gradually elim inated all 
other 
possibilities among num erous unidentified 
m um m ies in Egypt to verify the queen's 
identity 
That process, H arris said, now can be 
used to identify other artifacts of that 
dynasty as well as any new finds that 
require careful analysis of substances for 
identification.

Ford and Jim m y C arter prepare for their 
third and final debate, there is talk once 
again of changing the form at 
In the first two debates, each candidate in 
turn answ ered a question and a follow up 
question, to which his opponent then had an

The new form at being considered would 
change that sequence as follows: 
E ach candidate would have three m inutes 
to answ er a question The other candidate 
then

be 
given 
two 
m inutes 
for 
rebuttal 
Then the first candidate would 
have five additional m inutes to clarify and 
apologize for his original answer 
The need for the change arose in part 
from the fact that in the next debate the two 
presidential contenders will be dealing with

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Some tim e ago 
an elderly woman walked into physician 
Allan Bruckheim 's office in H arrison, N Y., 
not dream ing her case later 
would 
be 
discussed in Congress 
It was not her m edical condition that 
eventually 
cam e 
to 
the 
attention 
of 
congressm en. It was a m atter of arithm etic 
of concern to millions of Am ericans who 
receive benefits under M edicare, the federal 
governm ent’s 
$22-bil!ion-a-year 
h e a l t h 
program for the elderly. 
Dr. Bruckheim ’s norm al fee for an office 
visit was $10. M edicare allowed him a 
“ reasonable" fee. based on a formula taking 
into 
account 
rates 
charged 
during 
the 
previous year by him and other physicians 
in the area In this case it was $8. 
Of that amount. M edicare would pay 80 
per cent, or $6.40, and the patient was to pay 
20 per cent, or $1 60. In due course, the 
doctor 
received 
$6 40 
from 
the 
federal 
taxpayers, and the patient was notified that 
he had been paid that amount. 
M eanwhile, the doctor billed the patient 
for her $1 60 share. 
She replied: “ Wait a m inute. My bill says 
the cost was $1.60 You were paid $6.40 So 
you have already been overpaid. You owe 
me — or somebody — $4.80 
Dr. 
Bruckheim . who now practices in 
Yonkers, N Y., told the House Ways and 
Means subcom m ittee on health about the 
incident during a recent hearing in which he 
spoke for the Am erican Academy of Fam ily 
Physicians. 
It illustrates two things about that portion 
• ‘of M edicare that pays for services to the 
elderly by private physicians 
— Doctors say they a ren ’t being paid 
enough for their services 
— 
Patients 
say 
the 
fee 
system 
is 
confusing, and they som etim es suspect they 
are paying too much. 
According to a "background” report by 
the subcom m ittee staff, the problem is a 
tangled one. 
P hysicians’ fees have been rising faster 
than non-medical consum er prices — 60 per 
cent faster between 1966, the year before 
M edicare began, and 1971. 
In an effort to keep the taxpayers' cost of 
M edicare from rising out of sight. Congress 
and the government began in 1972 putting 
various brakes on how fast the "reasonable” 


tee allowed a physician under this method of 
M edicare paym ent can increase year by 
year, holding it below the going rate. 
This 
has 
the 
Am erican 
M e d i c a l 
Association up in arm s. It testified that 
Congress should approve reim bursem ent for 
doctors “ m ore nearly reflective of usual and 
custom ary charges.” 
However, the method of paym ent used 
between Dr. Bruckheim and his patient — 
technically 
known 
as 
the 
“assignm ent” 
system — is only one method open to a 
doctor under present law 
He can elect to directly bill the patient 
and let the patient collect from M edicare In 
this case, the doctor can charge the patient 
w hatever the traffic will bear The patient 
gets 
back 
the 
“reasonable” 
fee 
from 
M edicare and m akes up the difference. 
The law leaves the choice between the two 
system s entirely to the physician, allowing 
him to use one for some patients, the other 
for others and even to switch back and forth 
between the system s over several visits by 
the sam e patient. 


According 
to 
the 
subcom m ittee, 
the 
assignm ent system was used in 61 per cent 
of cases in 1969 but only 50 per cent in the 
first half of this year. 
In other words, as a result of holding down 
the “ reasonable” fee, doctors increasingly 
are using the direct billing m ethod, which 
allows them to collect m ore, and M edicare 
patients are paying m ore of the cost out of 
their own pockets 
The subcom m ittee is considering m any 
proposals. 


One is to abolish direct billing and require 
participating 
doctors 
to 
stick 
to 
the 
assignm ent system 
A possible draw back, 
the subcom m ittee notes, is that physicians 
m ight refuse to participate 
Another proposal is to have M edicare pay 
higher 
“ reasonable” 
fees. 
But 
t h e 
background report notes that this would 
raise 
the 
taxpayers’ 
cost 
and 
might 
contribute to inflation generally in the field 
of m edicine 
The recently adjourned 94th Congress ran 
out of tim e and will hand the problem to the 
95th, 
which 
convenes 
in 
January. 
A 
congressional staffer says that since the 
subcom m ittee will have new m em bers then, 
it probably will hold hearings on the m atter 
all over again.

Simon and Schultze discussed 
the economy in an interview on 
the NBO T oday program 


In recent w eeks, the govern­ 
ment's 
econom ic 
indicators 


have slum ped, wholesale p rices 
have clim bed, unemployment 
has hovered at just below 8 p e r 
cent and th e stock market h a s 
declined sharply. 


"C ertainly," Simon said. "w e 
can still call it a pause an d 
more than g et away with it ” 


However, 
he added. "It 
is 
tremendously unfortunate th a t 
we pay so m uch attention to 
one or two m onths of econom ic 
statistics an d totally ignore th e 
untying tren d s in our economy. 


"The underlying trend in th e 
economy is th at we are in th e 
midst 
of

healthy

balanced expansion that c o m ­ 
pares very favorably with th e 
four expansions since the end of 
World War II 
In fact, in tw o 
areas, em ploym ent and indus­ 
trial production, we're actually

Steel has agreed to spend m ore 
than $600 million to stop its 
coke works at Clairton, P a., 
from spewing out soot, smoke 
and other pollutants. 
It apparently settles, at the 
state and local level, a three- 
year case in which government 
agencies sought a $3 million 
fine against the company for 
violating pollution laws. The 
agreement still must be ap ­ 


proved by the federal Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency. 


The company would spend 
the money to modernize its 
plants at Clairton. In return, 
U.S. Steel will receive immuni­ 
ty from 
prosecution for 
IO 
years, even if emissions are not 
reduced to the required level. 


The Clairton 
plant’s 
1,375 
ovens produce about 7 million 
tons of coke annually to fuel the 
firm’s steel-making furnaces.

Spiller said the hobby has 
been 
growing steadily 
since 
1959, when the nation's first 


bottle 
co llectin g club 
w as 
formed on the West Coast. 
“ Bottle collecting is now the 
third m ost popular collecting 


hobby, right behind stam ps and 
coins,” he said. 


The 
first 
national 
bottle 
collectors 
convention, 
in 
St. 
Lolls in August, was a huge 
success:

Spiller said. 
The 
rrv stery 
surrounding 
each bottle’s past most fasci­ 
nates collectors. 
“You 
can

and who drank from it,” he 
said, beam ing with enthusiasm . 
“ The 
little im p erfectio n s 
make you realize that hum an 
hands worked on them. Each 


bottle has a character of its 
own.” 
Spiller bought his first old 
bottle, a flask, at a flea m arket 
in 1961. 
His collection contains 
all 
types of bottles, but he said 
many collectors specialize in 
such things as whiskey flasks, 
beer or soda bottles. 
He has accum ulated nearly 
500 bottles, but does not have 
enough room in his home to 


display them all at once. He 
rotates the assortm ent in his 
living room to keep them all in 
circulation. 
“ It's a constant upgrading 
process,” he said. “I try to 
improve my collection through 
buying, selling and trading.” 
Spiller has colored bottles, 
figural bottles shaped like m en, 
women, children, animals and 
buildings; bottles for bitters, 
old-fashioned patent medicines.

Edmund and Jayne Blaske of 
Battle Creek, Mich. 
He describes most collectors 
as “just 
average Joes

Wholesale Coffee 
Prices Doubled 


N EW Y O R K (U P I) - Whole­ 
sale coffee prices have doubled 
in 
the 
past 
15 
months, 
reflecting 
a 
tight 
worldwide 
coffee bean supply following the 
frost that destroyed 70 per cent 
of Brazil’s 1976 coffee crop. 
General 
Foods 
Corp , 
the 
nation's largest coffee wholesa­ 
ler, increased its ground coffee 
prices by 
15 cents a pound 
Tuesday, its fifth increase this 
year and one which probably 
will be matched by other coffee 
makers. 
General Foods does not give 
a per pound wholesale price, 
but government statistics indi­ 
cate the latest increase will 
bring the wholesale price to 
$2.34 a pound. 
Consumer prices lag behind 
wholesale by about two months, 
if the increases are passed 
along by the retailer This does 
not always happen — coffee is 
used as a loss leader in many 
markets and most retailers just 
about break even on this staple 
item at best. 
Retail prices 
according to government statis 
tics, have not matched the IOO 
per cent wholesale increase 
The August retail price was 
$2 OI 
a 
pound 
while 
the 
wholesale price was listed at 
$2.19 
Green 
coffee 
bean 
prices 
have jumped 173 per cent since 
Ju ly, 1975 
The increase did not apply to 
General Foods' instant coffees 
But other instant processors 
boosted

month, and General Foods said 
it is studying the pricing of its 
instant and f rome-dried pro­ 
ducts 
George Boeeklin, president of 
the National Coffee Association, 
said U S. coffee processors are 
“ concerned 
about 
consumer 
reaction to higher prices " 
The trade group official said 
processors “ have been holding 
this off for some time, but I 
guess they couldn't afford to do 
it any longer." 
Consumer 
reaction 
to

latest hikes will not show up for 
some time. “ There is about a 
bo day lag before you will see 
the increase reflected on the 
shelf," Boeeklin said 
But fluctuations in the coffee 
market already have been seen 
this year.

B y M I C H A E L O R E G A N 
BONN (UPI) — West Germa 
ny h as more women than men, 
but despite their preponderan­ 
ce, political life seems to have 
neglected them. 
Fifty four per cent of those 
who voted in October’s general 
election were women, but only 
7.5 per cent of the total of 496 
deputies in parliament will be 
female. 
A woman ,member of parlia­ 
ment on an election campaign 
re ce n tly 
co m plained 
that 
women greeting her at their 
front doors refused to speak to 
her themselves and referred 
her instead to their husbands. 
The 
result 
of 
a 
Common 
Market survey of 9,500 persons 
showed that 44 per cent of West 
G erm ans 
put 
their 
political 
trust in men rather than in 
w om en 
G erm any 
thereby 
topped 
the list of 
countries 
intolerant to women politicians. 
Four 
years 
ago. 
women 
constituted 
5.8 
per 
cent 
of 
Parliam ent. In the course of 
the legislative period the figure 
rose to 6.9 per cent, or 36 
women. The new parliament 
will have 39 women in it. 
Because the Christian Demo­ 
cratic 
Union 
emerged 
the 
strongest single political party, 
the country will lose a woman 
as its second strongest person 
politically. 
Social 
Democrat 
Annemarie Renger must now 
vacate the position as the first 


woman president of parliament, 
which she has held since 1972. 
Party chairman Helmut Kohl
